public officials. 
I believe that the 
State of North Dakota ought to make 
the term of its state, county, and 
district officials four years, those 
of the members of the house of rep- 
reserttatinves four years and of the 
senators eight years, with legisla­ 
tive sessions but once in four years 
unless a special session is called by 
the governor. 
About half of the 
states of the Union arc now electing 
their state officials for a term of 
four years, and jn those states the 
change has met with general satis­ 
faction and approval. 
I do also be­ 
lieve that at this session you ought to 
adopt a legislative reapportionmcnt 
act sinM none was last session, and 
in doing so, the membership of the 
senate ought to be reduced to not 
tiiore than thirty and the member­ 
ship of the house to not more than 
seventy-five. 
I believe that both ef­ 
ficiency and economy would be at­ 
tained by this change.

suggest that the laws of our state 
be changed so that not more than

Paris, Jan. 3.—The Saint Lazare 
prison for women, which is both fa­ 
mous and notorious in the annals 
of French history, Ijas been ordered 
torn down by the municipality of 
Paris. 
It was in this prison that 
during the general war certain well 
known women spies in the pay of 
Germany were detained, often pre­ 
vious to execution. 
Mata-Hara, the 
R'ed Dáncer, spent her last days in 
the building. 
Before the war the grey Walls of 
this bid convent held in bondage 
such women 
as 
Madame Caillabx, 
who shot and killed-M. Cialmette,, edi­ 
to r of the Figaro; Jeanne Weber, 
the 
strangler; , Therese Humboldt, 
chaiged with -one' of the greatest 
swindles known to recent French 
history, and aMong list of other wo­ 
men involved in thA criminal annals 
of nineteenth century France. When 
Ahe walls of this prison have be^n 
replaced by a gmlVing garden there 
will have disappeared one of the most

France,

Founded in 1110 as a-leper houke,

President Roosevelt’s life had been 
shortened by the effects of his South 
African journey. 
He replied: 
“Yes, he died from the effects of 
his journey to South Africa. 
There 
was not a doctor in New York who 
knew what ailed him.” 
The object of Dr. Rice’s explora­ 
tion was mainly to determine the 
character of the country surround­ 
ing Hhe Itilla, Mesaya and Inirida 
rivers, and to identify these rivers. 
At San Martin he. found 800 per­ 
sons served by three priests who be­ 
moaned their lack of medicine. Many 
of their parishioners were suffering 
from disease.

No perfect system has been devised, but there 
is the opportunity to endeavor to approximate an equitable 
division of the cost of running the state of North Dnkota. 
There is in thfs, connection a suggestion of Governor Nestos 
which may not m eet with favor among many who have 
devoted tim e to study of taxation. 
A tax on luxuries is 
advocated. 
Such a tax has been levied, but usually by the 
federal government, and the tax has been attacked on the 
gi*¿und that it does not reduce the tax burden but opens 
another avenue for greater expenditures. 
The proposal of Governor Nestos for a constitutional 
amendment for longer term s of office state and county 
officials ought to receive careful attention. 
It ought also 
to:call attention to the disastrous waste of time and money, 
and the damage done to the state through too frequent elec­ 
tions.

But since 
there 
were 
living things of some 
kind on earth at least 1,000,000,000 
years ago, and since there has evi­ 
dently been very little deterioration 
of the sun during that period of time 
any theory of the expenditure of 
solar energy must provide for up­ 
wards of one hundred billion yeafs." 
Though it is very difficult to in­ 
terpret 
Dr. A rrhenius 
in 
popular 
language, it may be of interest to 
I j state his general theory. 
Heavenly 
bodies begin as cold nebulos masses 
/ I of hydrogen, helium and the so-call 
ed 
nebulium. 
Light 
then

through raido activity. 
The hydro­ 
gen is condensed to form the other 
two elements, helium and nebulium, 
and from these develop a whole ser­ 
ies of heavier elements, the most 
abundant of which is iron. 
After 
this stage has'bcen passed the radio­ 
active elements again resolve them ­ 
selves into unstable elements and 
produce helium. 
This chemical pro 
cess, going on in cycles, accounis 
for the lavish production of light 
and heat b'y the sun.
